OF STARVATION 


Cannibalism Is Found in 
Sections of Chinese 
Famine Area

people are facing starvation 
in 
Szechuan and 
Honan 
provinces 
today, aceording 
to reports re­ 
ceived here from famine investi­ 
gators in the interior. 
Cannibalism bas been found in 
some of the worst affected sec­ 
tions of these 
provinces, 
which 
once served as plentiful granaries 
for China. 
The horrifying conditions are 
due 
largely to 
repeated 
floods, 
followed by unusually dry sum­ 
mers, but more so to successive, 
disastrous incursions of Chinese 
communist soldiers who, during 
the last two years, have swept 
through 
the 
countryside 
like 
plagues of locusts. 
In consequence, 
the 
hunger- 
crazed population bas been driv­ 
en to desperation. All dogs and 
cats in 
the country 
have long 
since been devoured. Even rats, 
the investigators found, are at a 
premium for food. 
Starving parents, in s o m e ins 
lances, have sold (heir children 
for a few cents to buy food. 
Officials of the China in te rn a ­ 
tional famine relief commission, 
supported largely 
by 
American 
contributors, 
said 
today 
that 
since 1920 China has suffered no j 
less than 68 floods and famines, 
costing millions of lives and in- j 
volving financial losses sufficient 
to pay all of China s foreign and 
domestic debts.

May 2 3 (#>)— T h e r e 
a re 50 million unused m usical in­ 
s t r u m e n t s in the United States, 
Dr. Joseph E. Maddy declares. 
“ It may not sound t h a t way, 
now th a t the window’s are o p en ,” 
says Dr. Muddy. 
“ B u t I believe 
i t ’s true. 
‘‘Of course not all of the se a re 
pianos. 
I include in the figure 
every instrum ent which can p ro ­ 
duce music, from 
pipe 
o rg a n s 
down to m outh o rg an s an d u k e ­ 
leles. 
“ Some of us have t a k e n on t h e 
job of putting these 50 million 
music makers to w o r k — a t least 
p a rt of them. 
If all t h e unused 
trom bones and fiddles an d pianos 
and such could be put. to good use 
we sh o u ld n ’t need to w ork for a 
musical revival. 
W e ’d hav e it.” 
Dr. Muddy is president of th e

T. P. Giddings, of

original 
s u m m e r camp for young musicians 
at Interlochen, Mich., and holds 
so many other berths of one kind 
or a n o th er th a t he fra n k ly ad m its 
he som etim es has to check up to 
r e m e m b er which 1s which.

He h a s n ’t been In his Ann Ar­ 
bor, Mich., h o m e for six weeks, 
and ho m ay not get th ere for more 
tha n a day or so before his n a ­ 
tional music cam p opens J u n e 28.
